Report of the Mayor 



To tJie Citisens of the City of Rutland : 



I submit for your consideration my report for tie year end- 
ing December 31, 1917. 

It will be gratifying to every taxpayer to know that the 
financial condition of the city has never been more satisfactory 
than at t5ie present time, and that the past year shows the 
largest reduction of the bonded debt of any year during the 
quai'ter of a century that Rutland has been a city. The treas- 
urer 'ij report shows the reduction to be $72,434.40, made up as 
foUoiVS: 



General appropriation to the sinlting fund ...... $8,000 00 

School bonds Nos. 573 and 574, paid from the gen- 
eral fund 2,000 00 

Water bonds due in 1924, paid from water funds 50,000 00 

Net amount earned by the sinking fund 12,434 40 



This leaves the net bonded debt only $280,244.99. $97,000 
of this is M'ater debt, $66,000 of which is held in the sinking 
fund. Very few, if any, cities of the size of Rutland can make 
a bettei' financial showing. While the present administration 
claims no special credit for the reduction of the water debt 
because the funds used for the purpose were on hand at the 
beginning of the year, it is a personal satisfaction to be able 
to report the retirement of these bonds during the year 1917. 
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I am ple.nse*! to state that there is no outstanding tempo- 
rary indebtedness and that the year closed with $58,925.59 
ea-sh in the treasury (exclusive of school funds), $38,862.91 of 
this amount bei"g "i the water account; also that the city 
i-eceived nearly $3,200 00 interest on current funds during the 
year. 

It was necessary to increase the tax rate from $1.80 to 
$2.00 to meet the state tax of twenty per cent, assessed for war 
purposes, and a like amount will have to be provided for the 
year 1918.- 

I call attention to two statements which wiU be appended 
to the city treasurer's report: one showing the grand list and 
tax rate for each of the past twenty-five years, and the other 
the expenditures in each account for the same period. 

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS. 

The unusual amount of work accomplished in this depart- 
ment during the past year could not have been done without 
what is practically a gratuitous service by our Commissioner 
of Public Worlts, who gave of his time, ability and experience 
in self-sacriflcing devotion to public welfare. 

Efficiency has been the watch word of the hour, and I am 
positive that every hundred cents e.\pended has produced a 
dollar's worth in return. 

Most of the equipment in this department is worn out, 
and while eft'ort M'ill be made to repair where possible, abso- 
lute necessity may compel the purchase of at least two pieces 
of road machinery. I hesitate, lioivever, at this time in making 
any recommendations that would entail the expenditure of a 
considerable sum of money. Our policy during the present 
year will be, as in the past, to meet conditions as they present 
themselves, having in mind at all times the state of our finances. 
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The public welfare bas received first consideration when 
street improvements were contemplated; the natural conse- 
q\xenc;e bas been that tbe twenty per cent of the Grand List 
appropi'iated by law lor liigluvay purposes bas given gratify- 
ing results. 

I respectfully refer you to the report of our Commissioner 
of Pul>lie Works for a detailed account of the -work of this 
Department. 

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC SAFETY. 

Fire, 

Our Fire Department, while lacking in modern equipment 
necessary to atlain the best results, has nevertheless on more 
than one occasion proven its efHeiency by the service per- 
formed. 

Police. 

It is remarkable that a city the size of Rutland could be 
sftfe-giiarded by such a small police force; this in itself is 
ample guarantee of tbe high quality of the work rendered by 
these men. 

The recommendations of the Commissioner of Public Safe- 
ty are the re.su] t of a close association with and a careful study 
of the needs of both departments, and are worthy of your 
most earnest consideration. 

DEPARTMENT OF CHARITIES AND CORRECTIONS 

The successful management of the poor calls for a particular 
kind of knowledge and capacity. Tbe solution has been found 
in the appomtnient by my predecessor of the present Overseer 
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A his worthy wife who have successfully conducted both 
f^^fof ^ork. A closer alliance of all charitable associations 

H ' the city's poor department would contribute to clearer 
knowledge and understanding of the needs of the city's poor, 
avo dio/e..cessive help for some, perhaps, and httle help for 
others ^ho are worthy. Under the guidance of the Overseer 
of Poor for the purpose of unity of action greater efBciency 
ivill result in achieving the end sought. 

HOSPITAL AND LIBRARY. 
The Rutland City Hospital and Rutland Free Library are 
worthv of our every effort; their value has been well proven 
and their continued maintenance is an absolute necessity. 

In conclusion I desire to express my appreciation to the 
heads of the various departments and thank them and all who 
assisted me in the performance of my duties during the past 
year.

STREETS 

At the beginning of the year our streets were so generally 
out of repair that qiiite a large percentage of the street money 
has necessarily been used in repairing and resurfacing some of 
the worst sections of street surfaces. The Street Department 
activities like all other ■work was considerably delayed by the 
shortage of labor. However, in addition to the repair,? we have 
constructed more than one-half jnile of new macadam roadway 
as shown by the tables. 

CRUSHER AND TRUCK 

We erashed about 11,000 tons of stone, the larger part of 
which was delivered by the truck. The cost of labo]- and teams 
has increased the necessity for another truck iu this department, 
probably a smaller truck with less capacity would be convenient 
to have for use in handling the lighter' trucking, 

SIDEWALKS 

The sidewalks had received very little attention during 
the past year or two, consequently, we have repaired and re- 
built several sections of the older walks which on account of 
changes in grades, digging of ditches, etc., had to be recon- 
structed. We have also built about one-third of a mile of new 
concrete wallis and about one and one-half miles of crushed 
stone walks. 
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SEWERS. 

In this department we were somewhat handicapped the past 
year on account of shortage of labor and did not use bat two- 
thirds of the amount appropriated for the work in this depart- 
ment, but succeeded in putting in a few short sewers and erect- 
ing thirteeix catch basins that were badly needed. 

WATER DEPARTMENT 

The following tables will give all extensions of mains, new 
hydrants and valves set. 

A cement retaining dam should be constructed in Mendon 
stream at intake valve, provided with flash boards, and flood 
gate should extend from present spillway to north bank Ave 
feet below bed of stream. This would direct all or very nearly 
all the water into large resert'oir. when the supply in stream is 
low.

Report of the Commissioner of 
Public Safety 



PIRE DEPARTMENT 

This Department is made up of tlie Chief Engineer, one 
first assistant Engineer, one second assistant Engineer, nine 
regular firemen and thirteen call men. This is the smallest 
department of any city in New England the size of Rutland, 
but the men are all fire-fighters and are on the job every 
rairuite from the time the alarm comes in until the release is 
sounded. 

The expense of maintaining the Department the past year 
was $12,199.03. An itemized aeeount of the expenditures will 
be found in the list of orders paid by the City Treasurer. 

Our fire loss the past year, a list of which is appended, 
amounts to $26,601.34. This iiieludes the loss on the furnish- 
ings of the Ilotel Bardwell, but not on the building, the loss 
on lyMch has not yet been adjusted. 

The Bardwell fire was one of the most stubborn that the 
department has been called upon to subdue in many years. 
Occurring on the coldest day of an extremely cold winter, it 
was difficult to worli to advantage ; but the men stayed at their 
posts without complaint, regardless of frost-bites and other 
discomforts. A serious accident occurred at this fire when 
fireman D. E. Blanchard fell from a ladder fracturing both 
legs. He has since been confined to the City Hospital. 

During the year tlie Department has responded to 90 
alarms, an unusually large number. Of these 33 were bell 
alarms, 49 still alarms and 8 false alarms. Notwithstanding 
this large number of calls, the Department has succeeded in 
heeping the fire loss below the average. 
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The motor truck at Station No, 1 has done such efficient 
work that 1 would suggest that your ITonorablc body consider 
replacing in the future the horses at Station No. 2 with a simi^ 
lar truck. The cost of maintenance, aside from the liability 
insurance, is only about one-third of the cost of maintaining 
the horse-drawn apparatus, and it would add very much to the 
efficiency of the DepafEinen't. 

The need of an additional man at Station No. 1 still exists. 

An ini'cntory of the property in this Department shoii's a 
total value of $27,712.12. 

POLICE DEPARTMENT 

The police department consists of one chief of police, an 
acting chief of police, six regular ofiricers and 32 special police- 
men, Chief Bert S. Hj^Iand and Patrolman Bert A. Barrett be- 
ing temporarily relieved of their duties while in the service of 
the cotmtry. 

The arrests during the year 1917 total 321, the least num- 
ber handled by the local department in the last 15 years. Of 
these 220 were arrested for intoxication, while 101 were for other 
offenses. Of this number 16 were females and the balance males. 

A recommendation of the addition of another regular 
patrolman made last year has not been acted on and still holds 
good, for, with the increase in the antomobile traffic and the 
specially congested condition of Merchants Row where it is 
double tracked, an extra officer is an absolute necessity m the 
summer months at least. 

The question of further ordinances governing the parking 
of automobiles on Merchants Row should be given consideration 
before the opening of the automobile season. With machines 
parked on either side of the row and electrics in traffic as usual, 
there are many times when it would be impossible for the fire 
truck to obtain passage in anything like proper time and when 
seconds may count for thousands of doUars. I would most 
respectfully suggest that a committee from the board be ap- 
pointed to investigate this subject for report.

Report of the City Attorney 



To the Honorable City Council: 

Your City Attorney respectfully submits the following re- 
port from April 1st to December 31st, 1917. 

While the city has not been engaged in any extensive liti- 
gation a reasonable amount of work has fallen to the legal de- 
partment. Besides assisting Mr. Adams in bringing delinquent 
taxpayers into the fold, we have also co-operated with Mr. 
Hiekey in instituting and prosecuting to successful conclusions 
several suits for the reeoveiy of money expended by his depart- 
ment for which responsible individuals of adjoining towns ii'ere 
liable. 

The controversy between the city and the State of Vermont, 
relative to the disputed ownership of a large tract of land on or 
near the city's water shed in the Town of Mendon has been 
equitably adjusted, a boundary line agreeable to all parties hav- 
ing been established by A. C. Grover, City Engineer, and L. F. 
Croft representing the State of Vermont. The settlement has 
been made permanent by the exchange of quit-claim deeds, 
which deeds have been duly recorded. 

The ease of the City vs. Michael Eooney is still pending on 
the report of the commissioners, Mr. Fenton looking after the 
interest of the city, your City Attorney being disqualified to 
act, owing to thye fact that he appeared for Mr. Booney at the 
trial of the case in 1916. 

During the past year through the efforts of your Overseer 
of the Poor and the City Attorney several insane unfortunates 
have been removed from the city to the Brattleboro Retreat to 
be cared for at the expense of the State of Vermont, in accord- 
ance with the statutes.

Report of Overseer of Poor 



To the Honorable City Council: 

I respectfully submit my report as Overseer of Poor for the 
year endiug December 31st, 1917. 

The cost of mamtaining this department shows an increase 
over the preceding year, due chiefly to contagious diseases and 
the high cost of living. 

The Isolation Hospital alone cost this department over 
siCuO.OO, $548.00 of which was paid, the balance being in dispute. 
Ijy isolating four cases at the City Farm and caring for them 
without extra help, heat, etc., we have saved additional expense. 

I have collected during the year and paid into the city 
treasury $900,62, Of this amount $638.62 was reimbursements 
for money expended from the appropriation for the care of 
individuals, and out-of-town poor. By using $631.05 of this 
amount the second time, and justly too, inasmuch as it was in 
the nature of a loan, we have succeeded in getting through the 
year without an extra appropriation and at a net cost of 
$5,730.43. 

It has been my aim to be economical as possible, having in 
mind the best interests of the city and poor alike. No deserv- 
ing ease, chargeable to the City of Rutland, has been neglected 
Hndeserving ea^cs have been given temporary relief, the head of 
the family forced to go to work and provide for his dependents.

Report of the President of the Board 
of School Commissioners 



To IIU Honor tJie Mayor and ilie CiUzejis of Rutland: 

111 compliance with State Law, I herewith submit my re- 
port as President of the Board of School Commissioners. 

Now of all tiDies, when our Country's ideals and institu- 
tions are at stake, the work of such an essentially American 
institution as our public school system shoidd be thoroughly 
understood by its patrons. One of the tests of the efficiency 
of a system of training, whether intellectual or physical, is 
the ability of that system to adjust itself to an unusual con- 
dition, and the ability of the pi'oducts of that system to meet 
the requii-emeuts tiiat unusual conditions place upon them. 
"Knowledge is Power" and Knowledge is one of the few hu- 
man qualities for which there is no substitute. An unusual 
condition confronts as and, to-day, the call is going up, from 
the heads of the goyernmental departments, for skilled mmds, 
skilled hands, skilled bodies, in a word, for "Knowledge." 
If blind obedience and brute force, coupled with a prepara- 
tion that was almost uncanny, was to be the great essential in 
twentieth century warfai'e, this world war would have ended 
in two short montlis. But this was not to be. The day of 
blindness and brutality is done, thank God, and in its place 
stands di.scip]ine and intelligent co-operation and undying 
faith in the right. Ours is no deeadant Kultnr, that seeks to 
.justify its ends by murder, outrage, slavery and sacrilege, but 
a higher, truer taiowledge that like our government is of the 
people, l)y the people, for the people, and which shall not 
perish from the earth. On the list of men who have gone from 
Rutland to join the colors, I recognize over one hundred and 
twenty names of recent graduates and students of our Public 
Schools and there are undoubtedly others with whose names 
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I am not familiar. Many of theru are i,i France to-day and 
h.s t],e story of every Public School .yste,n in our eoun 
Is tins not a record of which to he proud? Does it not prove 
that our national system of edncation teaches something nit 
found m hooks, something of patriotism and of saeriflee and 
of tnne manhood? Is it not an enterprise worth maintaining 
and worth working for? ^ 

FINANCES 

It is hard to turn from the all engrossing thought of the 
hour and discuss dollars and cents, but the taxpayers natural- 
ly have an uiterest in these matters. The school' finances are 
m a taudy satisfactory condition. Our finaj.eial statement has 
been published, and explains itself. To summarize in 1917 
the School Board paid its current expensses and in' addition 
have reduced the deficit of 1916 over .$3000. In 1916 ou" 
assets exceeded our liabilities by $208.39 and in 1917 the excess 
was $2,483.74. In fact our only liabilities on December .31st 
were rent for the Dana School lots, which is not due until 
March, 1918, $2,394.96 for fuel purchased in 1917 for use in 
3918 and which might well be a charge on 1918, and three 
sma 1 Inlls aggregathig le.ss than one hundred dollars that were 
rendered too late to be paid before Dee. 31st. This is not a 
bad showing and is due to three things: (1) The Committee 
on School Budduigs of 1916 went extensively into the work of 
repan-s. Like all enterprises of a similar nature, when a man 
endeavors to correct the error^s of years gone by or tries to 
bring an old building or an antiquated heating sy.stem up to 
date, repairs cost more than he originally expected or could 
have reasonably foreseen. The appropriation for repairs .vas 
necessarily overdrawn, and the Committee was subjected to 
severe^ criticism from some of our self-constituted censors 
The ultimate result, however, ivas that the school buildings 
have required but little attention during the past vear and 
the expenses for repairs have been reduced to a miuiimmi (2) 
To a combined effort on the part of Commissioners, Sui>erin- 
tendent, teachers and janitors to exercise the strictest econ- 
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omy; no one realizes better than I how hard it is to deny the 
schools facilities for increased efSeiency, but a difKeuh. situa- 
tion confronted us and thanks to coniliined effort it ha.s, I hope, 
been successfully overcome. (3) To the mcrease of 5 cents on 
the Grand List in our aimual School appropriation authorized 
by the taxpayers in March, 1917, and later approved by the 
Mayor and appropriated liy the Board of Aldermen. I hope 
the financial showing made by the Boai'd of School Commis- 
sioners during the past year has shoivn that this vote of con- 
fidence was justified and I take this opportunity to express 
the sincere thaidvs of myself and of my colleagues to the tax- 
paj'ers, the aldermen and his Honor the Mayor for tMs very 
timely financial assistance. 

The Board of School Commissioners have once more asked 
for an appropriation of 55 cents; from an exjieiience on the 
School Board extending back to 1904, I seriously doubt if the 
Public Scdiools of this City can ever again be maintained at a 
satisfactory degree of efficiency on a 50 cent basis. The 
Schools asked for a 50 cent appropriation in 1905. At that 
time oui' average attendance was 1704 pupils between the ages 
of 4 and 1 8 including over 200 children enrolled in the Kinder- 
garten. To-day we teach about 2200 pupils from about six 
years of age and upward. Then the value of our school prop- 
erty ivas estimated at ■ $155,700.00 and our insurance was 
$59,000.00. To-day our City Treasurer reports the value of 
school property at $207,000, on which we cany $97,000 of 
insurance. Our pay-roll in 1905 M-as $33,717.62 and now it is 
in round numbers $49,000, and during this period fuel, supplies, 
text-books, everything connected with .school work has in- 
creased m value and during this time oiu* aid from the State 
has dropped from $6,238.85 to $2,579.17. School Boards and 
taxpayers in other cities of Vermont have been quicker to ap- 
preciate the plain trend of the times. Within the last four 
years Burlington, Eockingham, ilontpelier and St. Albans have 
all received 55 cents on the dollar of their Grand Lists : St. 
.Joluisbury and Spiingfield 60 cents, Brattleboro 58 cients, Ben- 
nington 64 cents and Barre 71 cents. And yet, until last year, 
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ive ill Rutland fondly imagined that ive c-onld do the impossi- 
ble and ivith reduced State aid, \vith a greatly enlarged school 
plant, and with the pnce of every school necessity greatly in- 
creased, and with State demands and piihlie sentiment moi-e 
exacting, could niaintain our schools upon the same 50 cent 
basis of appropriation that was ample for our needs ten and 
twelve years ago. 

The buildings ivith the exception of the Dana School are 
old and some buildings wei*e constructed without any regard 
to the modern requirements of school hygiene. Owing to the 
repairs made in 1916 the buildings should go for about three 
years without any great expense. From the nature of their 
use, school buildings always need more or less attention by 
way of small j'epaii'S and as complete a renovation every 
three years as school finances will permit. A large number of 
piipils have left school either to go to worh or to enter the 
Country's service. I expect that more will leave, particularly 
during the spring term. This is most praiseworthy, hut, I 
eai-nestly request the parents to co-ope I'ate with the teachers 
in preventing a sudden enthusiasm for industry on the part of 
their children to be used as a cloak for obtaining a grade pro- 
motion ov a High School diploma, that under ordinary condi- 
tions woxjld he impossible. If vocational courses for army con- 
scripts are established in Rutland, the School Board stands 
ready to do everything in its power to make such coui*aes suc- 
cessful. In the gi'ades we have lost the .sernees of two teach- 
ers by resignation but by a temporary combining of rooms 
have been able to avoid the necessity of hiring teachers to fill 
these vacancies. In all the schools there has been a marked 
enthusiasm in all branches of war relief work and investing 
in thrift Stamps and War Savings Ceilificates. A $100 Lib- 
erty Bond has lieen purchased by the pupils for the benefit 
of the Red Cross. The Higli School has, in my judgment, 
showed a marked improvement in aU departments and this 
in spite of several interruptions in work that in other days 
might Iia\ e proved sei'ious. Tn Octobei' two High ■ School 
teachers left us, one to serve his Country, the other upon her

Report of the Superintendent 
of Schools 



To tJie Board of ScJiool Commissioners and City Council of the 
City of Rutland : 

In aceoi'dance with the regulations of your Honorable 
Board, and the requirements of the City Charter, I herewith 
present my twelfth aniiual report of the schools of this city. 

The statistical tabl«! and other data given in my former 
leports as a iDasis of comparison, also the reports of the Princi- 
pal of the High School and the heads of the special departments 
have been prepared with the iisual care for record in oui" office 
and for the press, but, by special direction of the Board, coupled 
with the desire to economize in the expense of printing, they 
Avill not be published in the city report as in former years. 

The school enrollment, membership and attendance during 
the natui'al school year eiidiiig June thirtieth last, were practi- 
cally the same as during the preceding year and the same high 
per cent of attendance was maintained. The attendance for the 
present school year has been less than normal due to the economic 
conditions in our country which attract labor at remunerative 
wages, resulting in some removals from the city, to the high 
cost of living which demands the greatest wage-earning power 
of the family, and to the fact that a larger number of children 
than usual are attending private schools. The decreased attend- 
ance, however, has been so slight that consolidation of schools 
was impossible except in two instances where the services of 
two teachers were dispensed with. This slight saving in the 
teaching force is more than offset by the large increase in the 
cost of fuel and other school supplies. 
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FINAiXCIAL STATEMENT 

The iiuaiicial statement for the year ending December 31st, 
1917, made by the Finance Committee of the School Board, and 
ineorpoi'ated into the City Treasurer's report shows that the 
gross receipts for the support of the public schools in this eity 
for 1917 were $69,889.08. Of this amount $61,369.51 was real- 
ized from city taxes, $2,579,17 from the State, $3,305.50 from 
tuition, $733.35 from the sale of high school text books, and the 
remainderj $1,902.15, fi-om incidentals, insurance, ground rent 
and unexpended balance of the previous year. 

The total expenditures were $69,688.35. Of this amoimt 
$53,845.62 was paid for salaries, of which $2,471.52 was due in 
1916, ^3,399.44 for repaii-s on school buildings, of which $2,292.08 
was also due in 1916, $5,160.80 for fuel, light mid power, 
$5,065.96 for text books and supplies, $616.55 for insurance on 
school property, and the balance, $1,599.98, for rent, printing 
and advertising and sundries, leaving a balance in the Treasury 
of $201.33. The unexpended balance of $75.54 from the special 
bond issue for repairs on the Higli School Building was applied 
to the architect's bill which exhausted that appropriation. An 
itemized statement of the assets and liabilities of the school 
de])artment on Deceml^er 31st, 1917, filed with the City Treas- 
urer, sliowed that the assets which included cash balance in the 
Treasury, rebates accrued but not due from the State, fuel and 
supplies on hand aggregated $5,043.50, wliile the indebtedness 
which included $2,394.96 due for coal aggi-egated $2,559.76, 
giving an excess in assets over liabilities of $2,483.74. A similar 
statement of the assets and liabilities on December 31st, 1916, 
placed the excess of assets over liabilities at $208.59. This 
favorable financial showing was made possible only by the ex- 
ercise of the strict^t economy in all departments, by restricting 
the use of school supplies, by limiting repairs to the absolutely 
essential, and by a slight increase in the school tax rate. 

■55c TAX RATE NEEDED. 

Prior to last year the public schools in this eity had been 
maintained on a tax of 50c on the dollar of the Grand List. For 
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States; tbe general tendency is to increase teachers' salaries to 
ineet the present crisis. When Much increases are gi'anted by 
other towns and cities, wathont similar action being taken here, 
it makes the situation in Rutland in retaining the services o£ 
our best teachers more acute. It would seciu, therefore, that the 
only proper solution is to increase the salaries of our teachers 
and this cannot he done unleK? the city provides tbe funds. In 
case the tax I'ate is raised 5c on the dollar, I see no reason why 
such additional appropriation conld not be apportioned by the 
School Board somewhat as follows: onc-thii'd to meet increased 
cost of fuel and supplies, one-third to meet indebtedness of 
former years and one-third to increase salaries, 

TEACHING FORCE AND PENSIONS. 

The teaching force has met with many changes during the 
present school year. Ten vacancies have oecui'red in the High 
School faculty besides two prolonged leaves of absence. These 
positions were filled as satisfactorily as was possible under the 
eircumstances. There have been tive vacancies in the grades; 
one was jSlled permanently, two temporaiily and two, by con- 
solidation of schools, were left unfilled for the present. 

The changes in the High School faculty wci'C occasioned 
almost wholly by low salaries and by the war. I have already 
referred to the need of increasing salaries. The influence of 
the war upou the entire teaching force has been felt seriously 
and will doubtless increase as the war progresses. One teacher 
is now serving in the army and two have married army offi- 
cers. Five teachers now einployed in the High School ai'c with- 
in the draft age and may he called into the service. Several 
teachers are fitting themselves for government and business 
positions which offer great monietary attractions. It is, there- 
fore, pi'obable that our present teaching force will meet with 
further changes during the year, when the difficulty in filling 
the vacancies will have become more perplexing, since conditions 
that confront us are n^nversal. 

The sentiment among teachers in favor of a state system of 
pensions is \'ery pronounced, but the present conditions seem 
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I have frequently expressed my approval of well -conducted 
Kindergarten Schools, In my opinion such schools should be 
open to pupils between five and six years of age and partake 
largely of the character of fii-st grade schools, so that exceptional- 
ly bright and healthy children might pass from them directly in- 
to the second gi'ade and enable other children not so favored to 
more easily and fully complete in two yeai*s the work of the firet 
grade. Under our present system many more failures to make 
grade -occur during the first year of the child's iittendanee than 
during any other single year; state and federal reports show' 
that the failures during the first year of children entering at 
five yeara of age, arc not moi'e numerous than of those enteriiig 
at six yeai-s. Should oiu- Teacher Training Class be of consid- 
erable size next year it would seem possible to open two or more 
such schools and place them imdcr that Department with little 
additional cost to the city. 

In my report of last year I discussed at some length the 
aims and advantages of the Junior High School, Twenty-five 
such schools are now in operation in Vermont, many of them 
have passed the experimental stage and have demonstrated their 
right to exist. The most serious objections to starting at once 
a Junior High School in Rutland, ai'e the disturbed conditions 
of the Country, the forced readjustment of grades in the sevei^al 
school buildings and the lack of funds to provide suitable ac- 
commodations and equipment. When conditions become normal, 
it is probable all these objections may easil^y be overcome and 
such a school established on a permanent basis. 

HIGH SCHOOL. 

The High School has had a successful year. Co-operation 
and harmony have prevailed in all depaitments and in all school 
enterprises. More serious application to study has been notice- 
able, and the standard of scholarship has been appreciably 
raised. Notwithstanding the fact that the High Schools every- 
where have suffered much more than the grades by the disturbed 
conditions of the country, the attendance has been very satis- 
faetorj^, and the tuition from non-resident pupils was the larg- 
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5. We have completed the organization of the school 
on a departmental basis, ■with imiform work, examinations 
and rating of papers in each subject. 

6. By increasing the work in the special subjects, we 
have been able to keep the average size of classes at about 
twenty-two, and give each teacher one free period for indi- 
vidual assistance and correction ^of papere. 

7. Our problems of discipline have not been serious 
this year, and the general spirit of the school has been 
largely improved, 

8. We hai'e made plans to increase our librai'v facili- 
ties, and hope before the end of the year to have our library 
on a working basis. 

9. Our greatest emphasis this year has been placed on 
increasing the efficiency of work in the English, Peiiraan- 
ahip and Mathematics and our efforts ai-e beginning to bear 
fi'uit. 

10. Our students have engaged largely in w'ar work 
activities, and have made a creditable showing in se\'eral 
branches. 

' ' Recoynmendations.- — I reeoniniend that a definite salary 
schedule be i]itroduced, whereb,\- a teacher will receive, and 
know that she is going to receive, a definite increase of salary 
each year up to whatever maximum is fixed by the School 
Board. If a teacher is worth retaining at all, her services con- 
stantly increase in value for at least four or five years. By that 
time, she may have reached the maximum of efficiency and 
should be receiving the maximum salary, and that salary should 
be sufficient for the teacher to pay her expenses at least and 
devote a part of the vacation to professional advancement. 

"I recommend that careful investigation be made to see if 
a co-operative course for nieebauies can be profitably installed. 
Springfield has a course in which boys spend half their time in 
school and half in the shops and at the end of the four years 
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1-eceive their high school diplomas and have also served their 
appreiitieuship in a machine Mhop, This gives the town each 
year a few new mechanics ^vho have general education enough 
to heconie extremely valuahle nien to the indiistrias. The com- 
ing generation is to he one in which the trained manual worker 
will fill a more important and dignified place than ever before. 
The success of a particular industrial community will depend 
largely upon the number of superior men it can prepare thor- 
oughly for this work. It is my judgment that the growth of 
Rutland will depend largely upon the quality of its skilled 
labor. The schools should begin at once to interest boys of 
mechanical tendencies in the higher quality of sldllect "Work- 
manship as a desirable, dignified and well-paid life work. 

"The institution of a junior high school should also be 
carefully considered. It is my opinion that with jjropei' dcpart- 
nieiital teaching in the upper grades, much work now done in 
the high school could be done to better advantage in the gram- 
mar school, and much work now largely done in the grammar 
schools could be better put off until the children are more ma- 
ture. Incidentally, the entire school course could then be 
changed to twelve yeare instead of thirteen as at present. This 
has proved to have a pronounced effect in keeping more 
boys in school until they are better fitted to become valuable 
men in the community. ' ' 

SPECIAL ACTIVITIES. 

The School Board, teachers and pupils have each taken a 
lively interest in all special activities connected with the war. 
Whatever projects received the endorsement of the School Board 
have met with hearty co-operation by teachers and scholars and 
have been carried through to a successful issue. This has been 
the case in School and Coimnunity Gardens ; in the purchase 
of a Liberty Bond; in contributing to the "War Recreation Fund; 
in assisting in the drives of the Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion, Knights of Columans and the Salvation Army ; in contrib- 
uting time and money to the Red Cross, both Senior and Junior; 
in purchasing War and Thrift Saving Stamps, and in assisting
